REMARKS 

In accordance with the above amendments, certain 
inconsistencies between reference characters in the text and on 
the drawing figures have been corrected. These corrections 
should overcome the objections to the disclosure raised by the 
Examiner in Item 12 of the present Official Action. Claims 13-14 
have been canceled, without prejudice, and claims 1, 7 and 9 have 
been amended. Claims 1-12 remain under consideration in this 
application . 

In accordance with an earlier telephone restriction 
requirement, applicants were requested to elect an invention from 
the following groups of claims: 

I. Claims 1-12, drawn to a movable shaft sealing system; 

II. Claims 13-14, drawn to a sealing gland. 
Applicants provisionally elected Group I containing claims 

1-12, reserving the right to traverse. Applicants presently 
confirm this election. 

The allowance of claims 1-12 is gratefully acknowledged and, 
accordingly, applicants have canceled claims 13-14, without 
prejudice. Therefore, applicants believe that claims 1-12 are in 
condition for allowance and allowance of these claims is 
respectfully requested.

respectfully requested.
